Public Discussion Draft for the 

TRIENNIAL REVIEW OF WATER QUALITY STANDARDS

In response to requests for an extension, the New Mexico Environment Department (NMED) Surface 
Water Quality Bureau (SWQB) has extended the comment period for an additional 30 days for the 
draft of the proposed triennial amendments to New Mexico’s Surface Water Quality Standards, also 
known as the “Triennial Review.”
